Southern Boost for Kennedy. 
Kennedy broke into the South 
today as he pinched tighter an 
encircling cordon around his 
rivals for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. 

Battering down opposing ob- 
stacles in his fight for an early 
victory in the convention open- 
ing Monday, Kennedy slipped 
across the Southern blockade 
line erected by Johnson to grab 
support in North Carolina. 

Terry Sanford, Democratic 
nominee for governor of North 
Carolina, indorsed Kennedy for 
the nomination. Sanford told a 
mews conference he expects his 
state’s 37 votes to be split two- 
thirds for Johnson and one-third 
for the Massachusetts Senator. 

Kennedy also got a boost from 
Jabor’s ranks. Joseph A. Bierne, 
president of the Communications 
Workers of America, announced 
that he is backing Kennedy. An 
AFL-CIO vice president, Bierne 
said he thinks all but a small 
minority of leaders of AFL-CIO 
unions favor the Massachusetts 
Senator.

EQUAL RIGHTS 
TO WOMEN DENIED 
ON COMMI TTEES | 


| LOS ANGELES, July 9 (UPI) | 
—Four states—Vermont, Missis- | 
sippi, West Virginia and Georgia 
_—found themselves in the Demo- 
cratic women’s convention dog- 
house yesterday. 

They frustrated a 1959 decision 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee that all 1960 convention 
committees should have as many 
women as men. 

If it had worked, it would have 
been the first time in history. 
But it did not. The four state 
delegations showed up top-heavy 
on the male side with the result 
that not enough women were 
available to provide balanced 
committees. 

Mrs. Katie Louchheim, vice 
chairman of the National Com- 
mittee, said the women were 
particularly peeved because they 
failed to get equal representation 


on the powerful platform com- 
mittee. 


FIRE SWEEPS OIL TANKER 
UNLOADING AT WELSH PORT 


Series of Explosions in Ship— 
Chief Steward Reported 
Killed. 


MILFORD HAVEN, Wales, 
July 9 (AP)—Fire following a 
series of explosions roared 
through a 23,500-ton tanker dis- 
charging crude oil today. One 
crewman, the chief steward, was 
- reported killed. Four crew mem- 


were listed as injured. 

Crewmen leaped overboard as 
flames and black smoke envel- 
oped the London-registered Esso 
Portsmouth. The ship still was 
afire after 24% hours, but fire- 
men reported they had the blaze 
under control. 

The cause of the fire is not 
known. The vessel was the first 
to berth at the new Esso refin- 
ery at Milford Haven. It arrived 
yesterday from Kuwait with 
32,000 tons of crude oil.

FRE FORGES 89 
TO FLEE HOTEL, 
ROOMING HOUSE 


Adjoining Structures 
Evacuated as_Flames 
Sweep Building at 
108 S. Fourth.

A four-alarm fire swept 
through a three-story brick build- 
ing at 108 South Fourth street 
yesterday evening, forcing about 
85 persons to leave an adjoining 
hotel and a rooming house, 

Although flames broke through 
the roof and shot about 50 feet 
into the air, firemen managed to 
confine the fire to the single 
building. 


Police said about 75 persons | 


were ordered out of the adjoin- 
ing Maple Hotel, 112 South 
Fourth, and about 10 from a 
rooming house on the other side 
of the blazing building. 

The fire was discovered by 
Samuel Silviano, a clerk at the 
Maple Hotel, who noticed smoke 
outside the hotel door and went 
to investigate. 

Deputy Chief James Sauerwein 
said the fire started on the first 
floor of the building. The first 
floor is occupied by United Dis- 
tributors, Inc., a jewelry and 
general merchandise firm. The 
owners of the business, Martin 
Bronson and Jacob Goltzman, 


said they locked up about two | 


hours before the fire was dis- 
covered. Everything had ap- 
peared in order at that time, 
they said. 

Sauerwein said the second 
floor, occupied by National Sales 
Co. and a watch repairman, and 
the unoccupied third floor were 
also burned out. 

Sauerwein said several cases 
of watches and some filing cabi- 
nets and records belonging to 
Shops Levitz, who operated a 
watch repair shop on the second 
floor, were rescued from the 
debris by firemen. However, 
Levitz declined to sign a receipt 
for them, he said, and the ar- 
ticles were returned to the build- 
in 

Three firemen suffered minor 
injuries while fighting the fire. 
Edward Duncan, Engine Co. 39, 


was treated for a laceration of 


a hand at City Hospital. 
Denkmann, Engine Co. 32, was 
treated for smoke inhalation, and 
Capt. Edward Pistorius, of Hook 
and Ladder Co. 13, was treated 
for.a puncture wound of his 
right foot. All three returned to 
duty.

These were the first deaths 
among Europeans reported in 
the disorders that erupted last 
week in the Congo after Negro 
troops mutinied to enforce de- 
mands for more pay and the dis- 
missal of white officers. 

An official report by the Ka- 
tanga provincial government 
said Negro soldiers fired on a 
crowd of Europeans massed at 
a wharf trying to flee, killing 
the two. About 420 Europeans 
fled in two river boats across 
the Upper Congo river. 

To the north, in Kivu province, 
a mutiny by troops in the area 
| of Goma sent whites fleeing to- 
ward British Uganda. The situa- 
tion in Goma was obscure, but 
amateur radio operators there 
messaged for airdrops of food 
supplies for refugees.

Castro made only a passing 
reference to what retaliatory 
steps he might take against the 
big slash in Cuba’s sugar sale 
to the United States earlier this 
week. He is scheduled to make 
another public appearance at a 
giant demonstration tomorrow. 

He said his government will 
not react to what he called Unit- 
ed States aggressions in the way 
the United States State Depart- 
ment might expect. 

“They, as we have observed, 
wait until the revolutionary gov- 
ernment makes a move, then 
they act,”’ he said. ‘And usually 
they make a mistake. Error has 
accompanied United States for- 
eign policy in recent years.”

\RECHECK SHOWS 
CITY POPULATION 
IS ONLY 754,134 


Final preliminary census fig- 
ures give St. Louis a 1960 popu- 
lation of 754,134, or 10,710 less 
than the figure announced last 
June 16, Jack W. Traverse, di- 
rector of the Census Bureau of- 
fice in St. Louis, said yesterday. 

The new figure is a drop of 
102,662 from St. Louis’s 1950 pop- 
ulation of 856,796. Traverse, in 
a letter to Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker, said the higher count 
announced last month resulted 
from a tabulation error of about 
24,000. 

Names added since June 16 in- 
cluded 745 which were reported 
on forms distributed as part of 
the Mayor’s campaign for a full 
count, Traverse said. 

“The small number of forms 
generated by this campaign adds 
further to my belief that as com- 
plete and accurate a census as 
possible has been taken in your 
city,” Traverse told the Mayor. 

The new figure for the city ap- 
parently will not affect St. 
Louis’s position as ninth in the 
United States. It drops the St. 
Louis metropolitan area count 
from 2,071,475 to 2,060,765, Trav- 
erse said,

It 
got no immediate answer. 

Said Mexico Backs Cuba. 

The legislator, Emilio Sanchez 
Piedras, a congressional spokes- 
man for Mexico’s ruling party, 
said in a speech Thursday that 
his nation is solidly backing the 
Cuban people against the United 
States. The United States am- 
bassador in Mexico City, Robert 
C. Hill, made inquiry of the 
Mexican Foreign Office while 
Assistant Secretary of State Roy 
R. Rubottom discussed the mat- 
ter here with Mexican Ambassa- 
dor Antonio Carillo Flores. 

Hill reportedly was instructed 
by the State Department to ex- 
press to the Mexican govern- 
ment President Ejisenhower’s 
personal interest in maintaining 
friendly relations with Mexico 
on this as on other issues. 

Mr. Eisenhower telephoned the 
State Department from his vaca- 
tion headquarters in Newport, 
R.I., yesterday morning to ask 
about the Mexican development, 
it was reported.

“The people of the Latin Ameri- 
can countries are living in pov- 
erty because American monopo- 
lists are living in richness.” 

He attacked New York Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller for allegedly 
suggesting economic reprisals 
| against Cuba. Khrushchev said 
this was a flagrant example of 
“monopolist mentality.” 

He went on to say that despite 
United States opposition the 
“Socialist camp” is mightier 
than ever before. 

Speaking of the entire Soviet 
bloc, he said: ‘‘We on our side 
will do our best to support Cuba. 
Nobody will succeed in strang- 
ling the Cuban people.” 

Denies Violation. 


The Soviet premier, who re- 
turned from a visit to Austria 
yesterday, led into the portion 
of his talk on Cuba by denying 
that his speeches in Austria at- 
tacking the West violated Austri- 
an neutrality. 

This charge had been made 
by the United States. 

“If somebody is interfering in 
the internal affairs of another 
country,” he declared, “‘then it 
is the United States in Cuba.”

Much of his speech was de- 
voted to what he described as 
the success of the seven-year 
plan intended to bring Soviet in- 
dustry up to a par with the 
United States. He conceded the 
spring of 1960 had been a diffi- 
cult one because of bad weather, 
but insisted urgent replanting 
would assure a good crop. 

Talking to the teachers, he de- 
fended his program of injecting 
periods of practical work into 
the school life of most Soviet 
students. Some parents objected 
to it, he said, but that was be- 
cause they could not give up old 
ideas. 

‘An absolute majority reacted 
in the correct way,” he said.

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Suggestion For Missouri 


No state in the Union is ready for the 
tripling of the number of college students 
which must be expected in the near future. 
So said Alvin C. Eurich, director of the Ford 
Foundation’s Fund for the Advancement of 
Education, at the recent Governors’ Confer- 
ence. Instead, he warned, the demand for 
education is being recklessly underestimated 


just. as the deficit in school teachers and class- , 


rooms is being irresponsibly ignored. But it 
is necessary to ask not merely how many are 
rushing toward the campus, but also why. 


Eurich was echoing a recent report on 
higher education made under the auspices 
of the College Entrance Board, a report which 
Harvard’s SamuelA. Stauffer called “a sad 
indictment of American democracy.” Too 
many of our most able young people are not 
getting to college because of race or economic 
disadvantage, or because their high schools 


forced to drop out of college every year. 

Most disturbing, however, is the complaint 
of Donald S. Bridgman of the National Sci- 
ence Foundation that many of our college 
students should not be on the campus at all. 


More than half of them were not in the top 


30 per cent ability level in high schools. They 
are in sehool because they are under the mis- 
apprehension that a college education is es- 
sential to a satisfying occupation, because 
their parents insist on college, because it is 
“the right thing.” 


The fact is, college is not for fun. The au- - 


thors of the report agree with Dr. Eurich that 
education is a very serious matter, and that 
there should be-an-end to the lowering of 
requirements and the debasing of courses. A 
fresh recognition of the true function of edu- 
cation could help to stem the tidal wave to 
the campus by turning back those who would 
neither gain from nor contribute to higher 
learning. It is even more important, how- 
ever, to provide the fullest opportunities for 
the qualified and the diligent, regardless of 
background. The nation needs them. 


Every state should form a commission for 
educational development to guide it in meet- 
ing its responsibilities, Eurich suggests. While 
several. groups.in recent years have studied 
the state’s educational needs, Missouri could 
profit by the establishment of a continuing 
commission which would not only help in 
planning physical expansion, but which also 
would examine the quality of the offerings of 
the state institutions, and strive to raise their 
standards. Such a commission could help 
to avert a crisis of numbers and also a crisis 
of mediocrity. 


Independence in the Congo 


Independence Day in the Congo was more 
like the French Terfor than the ceremonial 
occasion it was supposed to be. Envoys, in- 
cluding Ralph J. Bunche of the United Na- 
tions, instead of making speeches of felicita- 
tion were routed out of their hotels by the 
mutinous native army and found uncertain 
refuge in embassies and consulates. : 


Thousands of white settlers fled through 
Leopoldville to Brazzaville in the French 
Congo before the panicky exodus was blocked 
by uncontrolled troops,. There was a torrent 
of reports and rumors of violence, rape and 
robbery. There were conflicting stories that 


Primé Ministér Lumtimba had been assassi-: 


nated, arrested, or that he had narrowly es- 
caped his plotted death. There were reports, 
too, that European-educated President Kasa- 
vubu had taken charge and was quieting the 
mutineers. Leopoldville was a dead city, 
some of the cables said; and the Belgian am- 
bassador announced that “nothing is working 
any more in the Congo,” | 


It may take a few days to sort out the facts. 
They may or may not be worse than reported. 
Yet it has been known ‘for weeks that many 
of the Congolese were in a nasty mood, and 
that there was danger of bloody tribal fighting 
as well as of attacks on the departing whites. 
They had been leaving in the haste of panic. 


And it seems that all too:few precautions were - 


taken with only a few hundred Belgian troops 
left in the country. 


Originally Belgium had planned to give the 
Congo independence after a five-year pre- 
paratory period. Then alarmed by native 
truculence, the grant was made virtually at 
once. This sort of respect for self-determina- 
tion. hardly was a favor to those who de- 
manded it. — 

The United States and other governments 
are rushing planes to Africa, and it may be 
possible to evacuate the beleaguered before 
they come to harm. But it is difficult to see 
how order and reasonable government can be 
established with similar promptness among 
those so unprepared for self-rule. So it must 
be hoped that the alarms are louder than the 
unhappy events which set them off, that there

Sad Hearts #ft the Valleys 

“There aré°€a@ hearts in the valleys to- 
night.” That was the word from the Welsh 
mining country as news spread of the death 
Condolences came also 
from Buckingham Palace, from Prime Minis- 
ter Macmillan, Hugh Gajtskell and other poli- 
ticians, Tory and Labor, and they were not 
less sincere because they recalled what an 
outrageously, ebulliently hard time the fire- 
brand from. Ebbw Vale had given one and 
another from time to time. 


Ebbw Vale, the name of Bevan’s constituen-- 


cy, encompasses the British workers’ grim- 


mest experiences as well as the determination 


to better their lot. Nye Bevan went to work 
in the mines at.13. He was a union organizer 
at 18. :So he became a slashing, uncompro- 
mising fighter, sustained by hardship experi- 
enced. He wasn’t much for parliamentary 
amenities. . 

“A squalid nuisance,” Churchill once 
called him; and another time, “this gamin 
from some Welsh gutter.” But Bevan usually 
gave more than he had to take. He called 
Churchill “one of the chief architects of our 
misery, who spread ruin, poverty and de- 
struction in the mining industry.” He could 
be—and was—just as hard on Attlee, Gaitskell 
and the right-wingers of the Labor party. He 
lashed Americans more or less regularly, and 
the press always. Yet almost everybody liked 
him, and worked with him. 

He did not achieve as much power as he 
seemed to hunger for; pnd age and responsi- 
bility mellowed him. But even at his most 
irritating he was a dedicated, unselfish cham- 


‘ 


pion. That is why a Tory minister, after a 
debate with Bevan, nevertheless said: 

“If they have to go, I hope Bevan is in 
charge. .He believes in the country, and no 
matter: héw much he attacks us, he's for all 


the people.” 


The Price of Victory 

The United States is moving toward an- 
other presidential election without adequate 
regulations for campaign expenditures. Ex- 
perience over the last 25 years belies the im- 
pression that the party which spends the most 
money is bound to win the election, but there 
remain plenty of strong reasons for setting 
more realistic ceilings on campaign spending 
and insisting on full disclosure. 

The close association of money and victory 
became a truism after the McKinley cam- 
paigns of 1896 and 1900. The indignation 
stirred up by the financial aspects of those 
campaigns brought about the first step toward 


funds spent by the winning party: 


“1904, Rep., 75 per cent 1916, Dem., 53 per cent 
1908, Rep., 72 per cent 1920, Rep., 75 per cent 
1912, Dem., 51 per cent 1924, Rep., 75 per cent 

1928, Rep., 56 per cent 


But then the “rule” broke down, as shown 
by Alexander Heard in “The Costs of 
Democracy.” 

1932, Dem., 49 per cent 1940, Dem., 35 per cent 


1936, Dem., 41 per cent 1944, Dem., 42 per cent 
1948, Dem., 39 per cent 


Obviously the bigger campaign chest may 
be offset by a popular candidate, not to men- 
tion dissatisfaction with the party in power 
in a crisis such as the Gepression of the 1930s. 
Woodrow’ Wilson “was more heavily backed 
than his opponents, but he did not have nearly 
the advantage of previous Republican win- 
ners, and Franklin D. Roosevelt won his third 
term in spite of a 35-65 disadvantage in cam- 
paign financing. 

In 1952, however, the Republicans had a 
55 to 45 advantage and again elected their 
candidate. They had a somewhat larger ad- 
vantage in 1956, and President Eisenhower 
was elected for a second term. It would be 
mistaken, of course, to conclude that money 
won those elections. 

People do realize that it costs money to run 
for public office. -And out of this conscious- 
ness may yet come the necessary safeguards. 
It may even induce the parties of their own 
volition to give greater publicity to the 
amount and the sources of their electioneering 
money, in the hope of makirig dollars less de- 
cisive and candidates and platforms more de- 
cisive in the nation’s choice. 


Bonn’s Inadequate Offer 

Germany’s offer of $357,000,000 for direct 
aid to underdeveloped countries—and this in 
the form of counterpart funds and money 
obtained by the sale of the Volkswagen plant 
—is unworthy of a nation which even in 
defeat was generously helped, especially by 
the United States. 

American self-interest, of course, was 
served by the reconstruction of Europe, but 
the help also was motivated by idealism. And 
this motive ought to stimulate the now pros- 
perous Germans to, greater generosity to such 
countries as India,.; ..... | 

After listening’ té Ametican debates on for- 


eign aid, it is easy.enough to understand that’ 


there ‘are Gérfidhs Who do not believe in giv- 
ing away money. But it is not their voice 
which should prevail in Bonn. American rep- 
resentatives have expressed their disappoint- 
ment, and they have made it clear that they 
believe Germany can and should do much 
more. Perhaps this will inspire the Bonn gov- 
ernment to make a greater effort in spite of 
short-sighted and self-centered opposition.

residential neighborhoods unless steps are 
taken to redevelop them. Public housing is 
an essential tool in this process. But if the 
‘J.B. proposal is killed, public housing is un- 
likely to be available elsewhere in the county 
until the Federal Government has been paid. 
The Government advances all the cash neces- 
sary for public housing, and. then provides a 
cash subsidy, which, along with rental in- 
come, pays off the projects. 

The J.B. project has suffered from increas- 
ingly severe attacks ever since Supervisor Mc-

When Doctors Own Hospitals and Pharmacies 


Temptation to Overprescribe Drugs and Beds Seen at Poplar Bluff 


From the Journal of the National 
Association of Retail Druggists 


A situation in Poplar Bluff, Mo., 
points up a trend in the medical pro- 
fession that jeopardizes the interests 
of pharmacy in the retail field. More-

a clinic in Poplar Bluff. They installed 
a pharmacy to which they direct the 
patients. 

In 1954 another clinic with pharmacy

ihe Mirror founded a_ clinic 

of that also includes 
a pharmacy. 

By now 22 of the 
29 M.D.s in pri- 
vate practice in 
Poplar Bluff are identified with a 
clinic, and they control most of .the 
prescription business in Butler county. 

Furthermore these physicians con- 
trol the hospitals to which they send 
patients (all the hospitals in Butler 
county are private and coupled to a 
clinic in Poplar Bluff). 

Now we will follow the course of a 
patient fromm the time he first goes to 
one or another clinic in Poplar Bluff. 

A doctor makes a diagnosis and pre- 
scribes a certain drug. The prescrip- 
tion is routed to the pharmacy of the 
clinic, It is dome by means of a pneu- 
matic tube to the pharmacy of the 
clinic or it is delivered by a nurse. 

Thus income from medicating is in- 
sured for the associated physicians of 
the clinic. There is an obvious temp- 
tation to prescribe a drug when none 
is needed or to specify too much medi- 
cation. The patient may require hos-

pitalization. Then he is sent to the 
hospital associated with the clinic. An 
empty bed is also a temptation. 

Figures believed to be reliable re- 
veal that the annual admissions to the 
hospitals in Butler county total more 
than three times the national average 
among the enrollees of the Blue Cross 
Associations of the United States. 

One of the consequences is that in 
Butler county hospitalized enrollees 
receive three dollars a day less than 
the regular coverage from Missouri 
Blue Cross.
